settlement. 

But sources close to Shamir said 
last night that tke prime minister 
was genuinely pleased by his talks 
with Shultz and that he was ‘en- 
couraged” by Shultz’s pledge that he 
would continue his moves in full 


Partnership with Shamir. 


The sources said that Shultz had 
devoted his trip to a thorough “clari- 
fication” of the positions of all the* 
sides to the conflict, and that, fol- 
lowing his meeting with Hussein, 
the would decide when 
and how to submit his peace plan 
and whether to introduce any 
modifications. 

Well-placed observers said last 


night that Shultz will confer with

peace plan, and will seek Reagan’s 
go-ahead on moves which will lead 
te an open confrontation with Isra- 
el. Reagan is slated to participate in 
a meeting of NATO heads of state 
in Brussels. 

The Americans have scheduled 
for April 3 the international event 
which will open peace talks. The 
venue remains unspecified. The 
Americans are proposing that the 
talks be opened by an international 
conference attended by the five per- 
manent members of the UN Securi- 
ty Council and bound by the terms 
of the April 1987 London agreement 
concluded between Peres and Hus- 
sein. That understanding calls for a‘ 
non-coercive conference plenum. 

The U.S further proposes that the 
sides undertake to conclude the 
talks on the final status within one 


year. 

Sources close to Shamir said last 
night that the prime minister might 
agree to bave the two superpowers 
serve as international “auspices” for 
peace talks. Shamir believes that in 
such a forum the U.S. and the Sovi- 
εἰ Union would “neutralize each 
other,” while a five-power confer- 
ence plenum would be inherently. 
anti-Israel. 

But while Shamir appears to have 
slightly moderated his October 1987 
agreement to a 50) “invita- 
tion” to peace talks, the U.S. is now 
advocating a conference of all five 
permanent members.

Ia his four years 
out of office, Dukakis learned to play at tough 
politics, and pickéd up the art of ‘stroking’: 
building the necessary support for what he 
wanted to do. King was caught out in all kinds 
of vulnerable activities, even the use of state 
funds to buy lobster salads for himself and his 
cronies. In a TV debate in 1982, to make a 
point, the short Dukakis jabbed the massive 
King with his finger. The vivid David and Goli- 
ath image helped to get him re-elected. | 

Dukakis was re-elected governor by a land- 
slide in 1986. One reason was the ““Massachu- 
setts miracle,” a part of his platform now touted 
nationally. It’s true that under his stewardship 
Massachusetts has switched from being one of 
the most moribund states in America to one of 
the richest. But much of this has been through 
increased defence spending — which Dukakis 
opposes. Nobody doubts Dukakis's integrity or 
competence. There are, however, two main 
anxieties, He has no foreign policy experience 
and has never had to cope with the fact that 
many foreigners don’t begin to think like Amer- 
icans. 

On the other hand, his abilities are in such 
complete contrast to those of the present Ad- 
ministration that they look extremely attractive 
to many. Dukakis is toughening up his message 
for the South next Tuesday, and giving his 
lacklustre basis speech a little more pizzaz. At

FOR the first time since emancipation, French- 

‘Jewish masses are openly willing to affirm their 
Jewish identity. In a country where the ugly 
image of the Jews has been nurtured for genera- 
tions by some of the greatest literary figures, 
and where abject anti-Semitic canards were re- 
peatedly used as a political vehicle, Israel’s 
stunning 1967 military victory was surely the 
most important factor that stimulated the pro- 
cess of change. 

The transformation of French Jewry was also 
affected by the massive immigration, beginning 
in 1962, of Jews from the Maghreb. The North 
African Jews brought with them a degree of 
French culture and adjusted quickly to their 
new environment. Proud, assertive, attached to 
tradition, they stimulated communal life on ev- 
ery level. 

Spurring the return to Jewish sources were 
several young writers of North African origin, 
notably Bernard-Henri Lévy and Shmuel Tri- 
gano. For the first time since emancipation, 
Jewish writers who commanded the attention of 
a wide public presented Judaism not merely as 
an echo of the Western, Christian ethic, but as a 
source of Western civilization whose message 
has been diluted and distorted by Christianity. 

Another major factor which contributed to 
the renewal of interest in Judaism was the de- 
Cline in thé Jate 1970s in the appeal of left wing 
and universalist ideologies. "Young Jews who 
had developed their social consciousness in the 
ranks of Marxist political movements inimical to 
Judaism now turned to Judaic studies and 
sought meaning in a forgotten heritage. A mem- 
ber of a Paris study group engaged in the'redis- 
covery of Judaism through immersion jn tradi- 
tional Jewish texts summarized the motivation 
for the new interest: 

“Feeling exiled from ideologies, loaded with 
a heavy university baggage, estranged from Ju- 
daism, we realized that there was an enormous 


gap [in our culture], and that Western civiliza- © 


tion has buried our roots. We are now con- 
vinced that there is a Jewish civilization that is 
vital to our very existence that has been ignored 
by the West since the time of the Greeks.” 

There has emerged a renewed interest in 
religion in what was an overwhelmingly secular- 
ized society: Jewish community centres, a rela- 
tively recent phenomenon in France, organized 
debates, lectures, and conferences on various 
aspects of Judaism and current Jewish concerns. 
L’Express commented on this startling phenom- 
enon: “ years ago they dreamt of disap- 
Pearing as Jews; today it is the opposite.” 

In this new search for roots the young, many 
of whom were brought up in an atheistic envi- 
ronment, seemed to cling to anything that 


would satisfy the new thirst for Jewish authen- 
ticity. “Everyone creates his own manner of 
returning to Judaism: isolating oneself from it is 
a thing of the past,” remarked the community 
organizer, Miche! Kalef. 


THE CULTURAL, intellectural and religious 
revival touched various social and age groups, 
but seemed centered primarily on the young, 
the large segment of those under 30 who make 
up almost a third of the 700,000-strong French 
Jewish community. Although not constituting a 
majority, those searching for links to Judaism 
were predominantly the educated, who were 
eager to discover a heritage to which they were 
never exposed. "We are witnessing an in-depth, 
qualitative revitalization,” wrote a French soci- 
ologist. The success in consolidating and ex- 
panding this nucleus will determine to a great 
extent the future vitality of French Jewry. 

On the religious level there have also been 
significant changes. Observance of kashrut and 
a stricter adherence to Halacha represented ex- 
ternal signs of a change. In 1982, the 
Paris region had close to 20 kosher restaurants; 
in 1955 there had been only four. Microphones 


- and organs have been banned in many syna- 


‘gogues and young rabbis with traditional yeshi- 
va training assumed pulpits in large congrega- 
tions. The possibility of a synthesis of divergent 
Judaic traditions was demonstrated by the Lu- 
bavitch hassidim, who had remarkable success 
in recruiting to their ranks hundreds of North 
African Jews. : 

‘Fhe wave of socio-cultural and religious reju- 
venation is not devoid of some factors that put - 
the soundness of the experience, as well as its 
future, into question. Not only is the majority 
left untouched by the educational immersion 
process, but two thirds of French Jewry remain 
without any tink to communal organizations. A 
community official lamented that one “rarely 
sees the masses” involved in the Jewish 
community. ‘c 

The intermarriage rate in this segment was, in 
1981, close to 50% (for those in contact with the 
community it wax 35%). In spite of the deepen- 
ing religous involvement of a substantial minor- 
ity, erosion of religion continues. Then Chief 
Rabbi René Sirat decried the “slow but dramat- 
ic dejudaization” of the majority. He has 
claimed that the ae rate stood at 
70% and that 82% of the children received no 
Jewish education in any form. 


.THE TRANSITION from secular universalism 


to Jewish phenomenology, which is essentially 
teligious, is not easily bridged and some of the 
solutions border on the frivolous. The leap from 
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Mao and Lenin to the Talmud and Kabbala had 
more than a touch of the exotic about it. A 
nostalgic plunge into the study of Yiddish or of 
Sephardism. removed from their existential 
contexts, can at best lead to folklore. There was 
reason to wonder if this dipping into Judaic 
sources would, as with so many Parisian intel- 
lectua] fashions, yield to more appealing new 
ideologies. 

‘Weaknesses in communal structure also af- 
fect the Jewish renewal. Communal organiza- 


- tions have been accused, not without some jus- 


tice. of constituting exclusive clubs for the rich 
and a few intellectual personalities. The tradi- 
tional leadership has lacked, say its critics, the 
kind of: deep personal and financial commit- 
ment necessary for effective handling of basic 
probiems. Hesitations have led to “an often 
fragile, ambiguous situation” which has alienat- 
ed the young. 

The split is not limited to generation differ- 
ences. There seemed to be a clear lack of com- 
patibility between the mostly upper-bourgeois, 
Parisian, Ashkenazic spokesmen for the com- 
munity and the predominantly lower-middle 
class, suburban, young Sephardim, although a 
change in leadership has begun. 

The weakness of the communal organizations 
could also be attributed to their relatively smal! 
staff. The much larger French community has 
only a tenth of the number of communal work- 
ers employed by British Jewry. The “Fonds 
Social Juif Unifié,” which funds most of the 
community's educational and social institutions, 
has only recently decided to create a training 
programme to remedy this situation. Fund-rais- 
ing, except for emergency relief drives for Isra- 
el, remains a formidable task. 


A NEW DYNAMISM clearly exists. ready-to 
challenge the establishment. But rather than 
build a new ideological and political current,- 
movements such as ‘“Renouveau Juif” have cap- 
tialized on dissatisfaction with the existing lead- 
ership, on authentic popular sentiment against a 
communal organization that has failed to ad- 
dress crucial problems in a manner dictated by 
new attitudes. 

The rebels will probably emerge as the future 
leaders of French Jewry, but it remains to be 
seen whether their youthful militancy can be 
translated into radically different political wis- 
dom and moral leadership.

Moscow rabbi at Yeshiva University ©

THE RABBI and cantor of the 
main Moscow synagogue began 
three months of study at Yeshiva 
University here Jast month under a 
cloud of criticism from U.S. Soviet 
Jewry activists, who claim the two 
men are KGB agents. 

Moreover, activists maintained, 
the study programme is an insult to 
Observant Soviet Jews’ sincere de- 
sire to study Judaism, for which they 
are frequently harassed and have 
until recently been imprisoned. 

Why, asked Glenn Richter, na- 
tional coordinator of the Student 
Struggle for Soviet Jewry, did not 
Yeshiva University instead invite 
prominent refuseniks who are learn- 
ing Tora on their own at great per- 
sonal risk? 


“The SSSJ urged the university to 


rescind its accord to teach Rabbi 
Adolf Shayevich, 50, and Cantor 
Vladimir Pliss, 33. The group cited 
Shayevich for having “for several 
years spoken out against Israc] on 
behalf of the Soviet Anti-Zionist 
Committee of the Soviet Public. 

University president Dr. Norman 
Lamm said he.had received critical 
phone calls from Morris Abram, 
chairman of the National Confer- 
ence for Soviet Jewry, and former 
tefusenik Natan Sharansky. 

But Yeshiva University “will not 
cancel the arrangement,” said Rab- 
bi Zevualuon Charlop, dean of the 
Rabbi Isaac Elchanan Theological 
Seminary (Riets), the university af- 
filiate at which the two men are 


studying. 
He claimed the university did not 


initiate the stud; gramme, but 
agreed to host ee one “with our 
eyes open.” Charlop is an avid 
worker on behalf of Soviet Jewry 
and said he was aware of the contro- 
versy and the inherent problems. 

Arrangements and funding for 
the study visit were made by Rabbi 
Arthur Schneier, president of the 
Appeal of Conscience Foundation, 
an interreligious organization that 
has arranged for the distribution of 
Jewish books in the Soviet Union. 

Lamm said his decision to admit 
the two men was a “religious, not a 
political statement.” 

Charlop acknowledged that critics 
may see the unprecedented study 
programme “in a political light,” 
but contended that the rabbi and 
cantor came only to learn.” Jewish 
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tradition, he said, mandates that 
“we teach Tora to whomever wants 
to learn Tora.” * 

Responding to criticism that KGB 
employees are by definition inform- 
ers and that the Talmud says you 
may not teach Tora to an informer, 
Charlop said, “We have no evidence 
that these men have ever informed 
on Jews. And we have to be aware 


that any in the Soviet 
Union must work for the 
government.” 


The Soviet rabbi and cantor seem 
to be. “very serious” about their 
studies, Charlop said, and are in- 
volved in intensive learning, begin- 
ning with services at 7:45 a.m. and 
ending daily at 10 p.m. They are 
tutored by three rabbis from the 
Gruss Kollel at Yeshiva University. 

In addition, Pliss is studying at 
Yeshiva’s Philip and Sarah Belz 
School of Jewish Music. “Although 
he started with no in 
hazzanut (the Jewish cantorate), be- 
cause he was unable to study prop- 
erly in the Soviet Union, be seems 


- very dedicated,” Charlop said. 


“He did all bis studying from cas- 
settes that people brought from the 
U.S. There has been no sheet music 
for βαξξαπι available in the Soviet 
Union.

NEW YORK (ITA) - “The greatest 
miscarriage of American justice.”

American security.

The Blacks and the Jews 


SOME BLACK activists have 
dubbed New York City’s Board of 
Education “the Knesset.” Yet only 
one member of the seven-man 
board, Ed Sadowsky of Queens, is 
Jewish. 

The immediate issue was the des- 
ignation of a superintendent of 
schools for a system where the ma- 
jority of students are no longer 
white but black and Hispanic. Fur- 
ther along the road, the battle over 
the superintendent of schools was 
the opening shot in the mayorality 
election, a year after the current 
contest for the presidency. Jews oc- 
cupy the three highest elective of- 
fices in New York City. Hizonner, 
Mayor Ed Koch, is the particular 
target of the black activists. 

Father Lawrence Lucas, a black 
Catholic priest in Harlem, was the 
first to refer to the board of educa- 
tion as the Knesset. Later, Assem- 
blyman Roger Greene of Brooklyn 
echoed the chant. When Koch, who 
courageously condemns racism of 
any kind, heard about Lucas’ re- 
marks, he was outraged. He asked 
his friend, Cardinal O'Connor, to 
speak out. The cardinal rose to the 
challenge: he stated that the Gos- 
pels do not project anti-Semitism 
and that in no way could he endorse 
what his fellow priest had said. 

The controversy didn't stop there. 
Rev. Al Sharpton, a black minister, 
used his church to spread unabashed 
anti-Semitism. 

The black activists, small in num- 
ber and loud in volume, had their 
own candidate and demanded that 
she be considered. Adelle Sanford, 
who was in Sharpton’s church ser- 


- Vice where there,seemed to ‘be as. 


many TV crew members as worship- 
pers, rose as the atidience cheered 
wildly at the mention of her name. 
But Sanford didn’t even qualify for 
the final four candidates that sur- 
vived the original screening process. 

Sanford, a former public school 


rincipal, is now a member of the. 


of regents. She bas blamed 
the educational establishment for 
the poor academic standing of black 


students, an ill-concealed attempt to 
focus attention on Jewish teachers 
and principals who still compose a 
good part of the city’s educational 
staff. 


The black activists were out- 
flanked when the board of educa- 
tion named another black to the po- 
sition: Richard Greene, en educator 
with impeccable credentials. It was 
thus difficult to continue attacking 
the mayor for being a racist. Muster- 
ing whatever dignity remained, the

has not hesitated to carry the fight 
into the black churches. 

Sharpton has now carried his own 
brand of racism and blatant cam- 
paign against Jewish officials into 
Dutchess County, north of the met- 

litan area. 

‘awana Brawley, a black teen- 
ager of Wappinger Falls, maintains 
she was sexually assaulted by six 
white men four months-ago. She was 
found wrapped in a plastic bag, 
words ‘‘nigger'’ and “KKK” 
scrawled across her body in char- 
coal. One of the assailants may have 
been a policeman. 

Governor Cuomo appointed At- 
torney General Robert Abrams as 
special prosecutor. But Sharpton re- 
fused to discuss the case with 
Abrams, stating: “That's like asking 
someone who watched someone 


killed in the gas chambers to sit 
down with Mr. Hitler.” When the 
shocked reporter asked if he real- 
ized the significance of his remarks, 
Sharpton persisted in the compari- 
son. Abrams is the state's highest 
legal official and its highest elected 
Jewish official. He has an impecca- 
ble record as an advocate of crvil 
rights. 

‘The case has attracted headlines 
beyond the smal] community. The 
local district attorney removed him- 
self from the case because of ἃ con- 
flict of interest. He is thought to 
know one or more of the suspected 
assailants. The court appointed a 
special prosecutor but the young 
woman's lawyers would not cooper- 
ate with him, contending that a local 
prosecutor would be influenced by 
his ties in the community. 

When they asked the governor for 
a special prosecutor. he designated 
Abrams. Sharpton and his col- 
league, Rev. Timothy Mitchell, met 
with John Poklemba, the state’s 
criminal justice coordinator. and a 
key aide to the governor. They 
maintained that Abrams should be 
removed because he has a summer 
home in Standordville. in Dutchess 
County. Abrams denied that he has 
any special relationship with the 
county's sheriff. Frederick 
Scoralick. 

Poklemba saw no reason why 
Abrams should step down, Cuomo 
was critical of the decision not to 
cooperate with the attorney gencral 
and said there are remedies the 
prosecuting attomey can take if the 
victim doesn’t cooperate. 

Abrams would not dignify Sharp- 
ton’s cornments-aboirt Hitler with ἃ 
reply. He will not step aside, But the 
irrepressible Ed did speak up 
and say that the governor “is abso- 
lutely correct." Black establishment 
organizations are also clearly un- 
happy with Sharpton, his allies, and 
the path they have taken.

‘Tora’ is not ‘Law’ 


“SUCCESS in Jewish education is 
achieved when pupils acquire, use, 
and internalize a language of Jewish- 
ness,” says Prof. Michael Rosenak. 
By “language” he does not mean 
only Hebrew, “but all facets of Jew- 
ishness whereby Jews communicate 
as Jews, and to the ways in which 
they express their identity.” 

Rosenak, who teaches in the Mel- 
ton Centre for Jewish education in 
the Diaspora, was speaking at the 
Hebrew University last month at the 
dedication of the Morton and Bar- 
bara Mandel chair in Jewish educa- 
tion, of which he is the first 
occupant. 

The Mandel name has been 
linked with several major initiatives 
in Jewish education, both in Israel 
and the U.S. And for the past four 
years, Mandel headed the Jewish 
Agency's Jewish Education Com- 
mittee, which initiated projects in 
the Israel Experience for youth and 
the training of senior educators. 


ROSENAK SAID that the “lan- 
guage of Jewishness” includes not 
only values and knowledge of Jew- 
ish culture, but habits and patterns 
of thought that distinguish “insiders 
from outsiders.”

A SPECTRE is stalking the Likud’s corridors. It is the spectre 
of American 6, which may be brought to bear on this 
country to abandon vain territorial hopes, and to take realistic 
steps towards a secure, just and durable peace with the Arabs. 
The mere possibility of American pressure is sufficient to. put 
the major right-wing party in a tizzy. 

How close that possibility is at this moment, is uncertain. 
The U.S. secretary of state, George Shultz, has reportedly 
avoided even hintmg at it to Yitzhak Shamir during their 
meetings here during the past four days. Always the impecca- 
ble dipfomat, the secretary has even held back from bringing 
up the theme of land-for-peace, which he knows Mr. Shamir 
abhors, in his talks with the prime minister. 

The ostensible subject for discussion has been Mr. Shultz's 
specific plan for a renewed, and greatly accelerated, move- 
ment towards a Middle East peace settlement, to be based on 
the interlocking of a brief *jnterim arrangement” and of final 
status negotiations. But at the back of everyone’s mind there 
must lie Mr. Shultz’s idea, derived from Security Council 
Resolution 242, for the ultimate resolution of the Arab-Israel 
dispute, the exchange of peace for land. ἶ 

Spokesmen for the Reagan administration have for some 
time now been advising Israelis, in so many words, not to kid 
themselves that their own iar interpretation “of 242 will 
long be tolerated as the basis for a pragmatic peace policy. If it 
continues to drag its feet on peace, they have more recently 
been saying, the pressure on Israel to get going will most likely 
only increase, not diminish. So that it is in this country’s own 
interest not to say No to George Shultz, nor to cling to a 
patently unworkable scheme of Palestinian autonomy as the 
gateway to a Greater Israel. 

Until a few days ago Mr. Shamir was still reported toying 
with the hope that the Arabs would again prove themselves the 
major obstacle to peace, thus letting Israel off the hook. In the 
wake of the secretary's visits to Amman and, more surprising- 
ly, Damascus, that hope is said to have dimmed somewhat. 
The threat of American , Much more real now than 
before, is therefore to be met through an early Knesset elec- 
tion, an idea previously rejected with great heat. 

The Americans will be asked to first kindly allow the demo- 
cratic Israelis to have their elections and to grant Mr. Shanfir 
and his colleagues a fresh reprieve from a serious peace effort. 

That is what the Likud parliamentary faction, rr, eo 
concert with Mr. Shamir, yesterday tentatively authorized 
David Magen, a Sharon ally, to propose in a private members 
bill for the dissolution of the present Knesset.

WHAT was wrong with the Pazgas petroleum storage centre at 
Kiryat Ata, ys north, which made it possible for a well-nigh 
fire to break out at the depot a month ago ? 
That, roughly fou was the question put to a commis- 
sion of i inquiry headed by the former airforce commander,

was put out. The commission’s prompt reply, based on a 
thorough investigation, is, in effect, that just about everything 
possible was wrong, yet hardly anything that could not have 
been fully expected. Although parts of the report are screened 
from public view, the Pazgas fire emerges from it as one more 
representation of an all too familiar Israeli syndrome. 

Unmindful of its duty to the public, Pazgas and its oil-. 

y sisters had been outrageously derelict in providing 
minimally necessary safety precautions. The workers at the 
depot had been grossly negligent in maintaining the safety 
devices available. Safety control by the baronial fiefs named 
public authorities, including the Energy Ministry, had been a 
farce. 

The conclusions are all too obvious. Criminal charges are in 
order against those bearing direct responsibility for the fire, 
and dismissals for officials who their utter incompe- 
tence. The Energy Ministry must be granted the power and the 
means of enforcing safety control at the site. 

Only one man emerges with honour from this whole sorry 
mess. Although he eventually failed in his effort, the mayor of 
Kiryat Ata, so the report notes, at least did‘whatever he could, 
for years, to alert the companies and the authorities to the 
looming danger. He surely deserves a citation. On the other 
hand the commission cg to critically comment on the 
role in the affair of the Haifa magistrate who let Pazgas 
procrastinate when safety dangers at the depot were pointed 
out, It is surely legitimate to suggest that judges who are

WHY ARE WE so surprised that 
-the Palestinians are winning the pro- 
paganda battle over the media's pre- 
sentation of the current hostilities in 
the territories?
